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Report of Water Commissioners 


Due to the extreme cold winter of 19383-1934 
the water department spent a considerable sum of 
money, in thawing frozen and repairing broken 
pipes, thus using up what surplus had been accumu- 
lated in previous years. 

To help bring the surplus back we increased the 
rate from ten to twelve dollars per year until such 
time that a surplus is built up again. 

In November a fire destroyed the chlorinator 
house and contents, which has been replaced. The 
amount of insurance carried was sufficient to cover 
the cost of replacement. 

The supply has been furnished from the old 
reservoir, except during the month of August, when 
the mill brook was low. At this time a thorough 
cleaning job was done to the basin of the old reser- 
voir and screens replaced, etc. 

It was voted at the last town meeting to install 
a hydrant between the Woods and Laminean prop- 
erties. This was to be paid for by the water depart- 
ment although the water department received no 
compensation for hydrant service from the town. 
This job was started:-late in the fall and is not com- 
pleted. 

In interviews with the State Board. .of Health it 
was recommended that the large trees near the Bent 
house be cut down to keep the leaves from going 
into the reservoir. The trees were cut into wood 
and yarded. About half of it has been sold; part 
of which has been paid for and part on the books.

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REPORT BY COMMITTEE ON WILTON WATER 
SUPPLY 


The committee have worked with the Water 
Board during the past year, largely to obtain facts 
in regard to the operation of the present system, and 
we enclose several tables giving figures which have 
been developed. Table A gives the data on leakage 
from the Stockwell Reservoir under different condi- 
tions of operation. It will be noted that while there 
is a leakage immediately below the reservoir as 
shown by a weir, of about 100,000 gallons a day, 
the actual leakage or loss from all causes due to 
drop in level of the reservoir during the period when 
no water was fed in, and no water was taken out, is 
approximately 400,000 gallons a day, or 12,000,000 
gallons a month. We also attach Table B showing 
the capacity of the reservoir at different levels. The 
total capacity of 97,000,000 gallons is, of course, not 
entirely usable, because when the reservoir is about 
half empty the head gets too low to supply high 
points in town, and also the quality of the water 
gets bad. Figuring about 50,000,000 gallons, there- 
fore, of usable capacity, the reservoir will leak this 
amount in four months. From all the data and esti- 
mates we can find, the town draws 300,000 gallons 
of water daily. If the Stockwell Reservoir, there- 
fore, is drawn upon, the combined leakage and use 
would draw out the usable water in two to three 
months. . 

There is an ample supply of water coming down 
Mill Brook, except for several months in the sum- 
mer, so that if we start the summer with the Stock- 
well Reservoir full, and use Mill Brook water as long 
as we can, and then use the Stockwell Reservoir as 
well, there would be enough reserve capacity in 
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Stockwell Reservoir to tide us over six weeks to two 
months of drought. 

It is certain from the above figures that we can- 
not depend on Stockwell Reservoir alone, and that 
the Mill Brook water must still form the chief 
source of supply. 

In regard to the quality of the water, we ob- 
tained from the State Board of Hygiene their tests 
for the last five years, and these show occasional 
contamination of the Mill Brook supply. They also 
show, however, very plainly, that during a period 
from January 1, 1934, there was practically no con- 
tamination, since during that period the water was 
chlorinated. The tests also indicate contamination 
from the Stockwell Reservoir when this was first 
turned on August 1, although the water that was 
used to fill this from Mill Brook was chlorinated. 
So far as quality is concerned, therefore, it is evi- 
dent that the Mill Brook water is reasonably clear 
and clean, but should be chlorinated. The Stock- 
well Brook water, according to the opinion of the 
State Board of Hygiene, does not need chlorination, 
but recommends that the bottom of the reservoir 
should be cleaned up to prevent the taste due to de- 
caying vegetation. 

According to estimates from engineers, it would 
cost at least $25,000 to clean up the bottom of 
Stockwell Reservoir, and deposit a layer of sand on 
it. It might cost, however, considerably more, de- 
pending on how much muck it was necessary to re- 
move, and how much sand and gravel it was neces- 
sary to deposit. If this reservoir is kept full, how- 
ever, and not drawn down too low, the quality of 
the water does not seem to be bad, and in time the 
reservoir may clean itself up. The following esti- 
mates have been made by engineers on various 
projects: 
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Building a pipe line from above Gerwin Falls across 


to Stockwell Reservoir $15,000 
Cleaning up the bottom of Stockwell Reservoir and 
tightening dam $32,000 


Building a reservoir above Gerwin Falls $45,000 


Considering the above projects, it is evident that 
to clean up the bottom of Stockwell Reservoir, and 
build a pipe line across from Mill Brook, would cost 
as much as to build a reservoir above Gerwin Falls. 
It is the opinion of the committee that if any large 
amount of money is to be spent, that we should con- 
sider the whole matter again, and possibly consider 
a new Mill Brook reservoir, instead of spending 
further large amounts on Stockwell Reservoir. How- 
ever, there seems to be no especial reason why any 
amount of money should be spent at the present 
time, since the two present systems can be worked 
in conjunction as outlined above, and give a clean 
water free of bacteria,.and of good taste. 

The reason the bad tasting water occurred last 
summer is that the State Board of Hygiene com- 
pelled the Water Board to draw the reservoir down 
almost empty. We have discussed this matter with 
them at length, and they seem to be willing to have 
us operate the system as outlined above, keeping the 
Stockwell reservoir as full as possible, and under 
those conditions the taste should be satisfactory. 

We also recommend that more frequent tests be 
made by the State, and a careful analysis kept as to 
the way the reservoirs are being operated at the 
time the tests are made. In view of the contamina- 
tion of water drawn from Stockwell Reservoir, it 
may be desirable to arrange the chlorination so that 
this source can be chlorinated as well as Mill Brook.

The Municipal Budget Act 


The Municipal Budget Act of 1935 on which the 
town is to act, under Article 11 of the warrant, is as 
follows: 


THE MUNICIPAL BUDGET ACT 
HOUSE BILL NO. 234 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in General Court convened: 


1. Municipal Budget Act. At the annual town 
meeting next after the taking effect of this act, each 
town in the state shall by ballot vote on the following 
article to be inserted in the warrant: “To see.if the 
town will vote to adopt the provisions of the Munici- 
pal Budget Act.” If the majority of those present 
and voting at said meeting vote for its adoption, this 
act shall be in force at the next annual town meet- 
ing and remain in force in said town until by proper 
article in the warrant the town shall at a regular 
town meeting by majority vote rescind such action. 
In towns where this act is not adopted as above pro- 
vided, on petition of ten legal voters of said town the 
selectmen shall insert in the warrant for any subse- 
quent annual town meeting a similar article, which 
shall be voted on in the manner above provided, and 
if adopted said act shall remain in force until re- 
scinded by a majority vote at a regular town meet- 
ing. 

2. Budget Committee. In towns adopting the 
provisions of this act the budget committee shall 
consist of three, six, nine or twelve members at large 
as the meeting adopting the provisions of this act 
shall by vote determine and one member chosen by 
the school committee of each school district in said 
town and one member of the board of selectmen to 
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be designated by said board. The members at large 
may either be appointed by the moderator or elected 
by the town meeting adopting this act as said meet- 
ing may by vote determine. The majority of the 
members at large shall be property tax-payers. If 
said members at large are selected by election it 
shall be by a majority vote by ballot or acclamation 
of those present and voting. Where said members 
at large are appointive such appointment shall be 
made within thirty days after the adoption of this 
act by the town meeting. One third of the members 
at large so elected or appointed shall hold office for 
one year, one third for two years and one third for 
three years or until their successors are elected and 
qualified. The places of those members at large 
whose terms have expired shall be filled in accord- 
ance with the terms of the original vote of said town 
meeting unless the town shall at some subsequent 
meeting change the method of selection. The mem- 
bers selected by the school committee and the select- 
men shall hold office for one year or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 


3. Preparation of Budget. It shall be the duty of 
the budget committee to prepare a budget according 
to forms prescribed by the tax commission for town 
and school expenditures, and for this purpose to 
hold public hearings, notice of which shall be given 
at least seven days in advance. The budget commit- 
tee shall consult the selectmen, school committee, 
and other town officers and departments as to the 
costs of government, revenue anticipated and ser- 
vices performed, and it shall be the duty of any 
town or school officer or employee to furnish infor- 
mation required by said committee. It shall also be 
the duty of all boards of selectmen and of school 
committees of each town to prepare and submit to 
the budget committee of the town an itemized state- 
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ment of expected receipts and expenditures for the 
ensuing year at such time as said budget committee 
shall fix. When completed the budget shall be print- 
ed in the town report or separately and distributed 
or published in some newspaper printed or circulat- 
ed in said town at least one week before the town 
cr school meeting. In any town where a budget com- 
mittee has not been authorized, the selectmen shall 
perform the duties of said committee in relation to 
town expenditures. 

4. Limitation. So long as the provisions of this 
act shall remain in force in any town the _ total 
amount appropriated at any annual town or school 
meeting shall not exceed by more than ten per cent 
the total amount specified in the budget for town or 
school purposes and no appropriation shall be made 
for any purpose not included in said budget. 


5. Exceeding Appropriations. In towns adopt- 
ing the provisions of this act, no board of selectmen, 
school board or other spending agency shall pay or 
agree to pay any money or incur any liability involv- 
ing the expenditure of money for any purpose for 
which an appropriation has not been made, or in ex- 
cess of any appropriation or allotment made to it ex- 
cept for the purpose of paying judgments rendered 
against a town or school district, provided, however, 
that in case of sudden and unexpected emergency 
the selectmen may on application to the tax commis- 
sion and the school board on application to the state 
board of education after hearing be given a certifi- 
cate of emergency authorizing them to make such 
expenditure or incur such liability; provided, 
further, that in cases arising during the year follow- 
ing a town meeting where changes occur which 
make it unnecessary to use the amount appropriated 
for a specific purpose, an unexpended balance may 
be transferred by boards of selectmen or school 
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boards from one appropriation to another, provided 
the total amount expended for all purposes does not 
exceed the total amount appropriated at town or 
school meetings for all purposes. 


6. Penalty. Any person or persons violating the 
provisions of the preceding section shall be subject 
to removal from office on proper petition brought 
before the superior court. Such petition shall take 
precedence of other actions pending in said court, 
and shall be heard and decided as speedily as pos- 
sible. 

7. Takes Effect. All acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent with this act are hereby repealed and this 
act shall take effect upon its passage.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD | 


The Wilton School Board submits the following re- 
port: : 

During the present school year the rural schools 
were closed and transportation routes were ar- 
ranged from the outside districts bringing both 
grade and high school children to the village school. 
This has worked out very well from the school point 
of view and believe it has been equally satisfactory 
to the children and parents. It has certainly re- 
lieved a serious complication, in that, now all the 
junior and senior school pupils can ride in without 
making special arrangements for their own trans- 
portation. We feel that this has worked out so well 
that it will doubtless be continued indefinitely. 

The problem then arises as to the disposition of 
the rural schools. The legal situation on these is 
somewhat complex, in that, the School District only 
has title to the land when used as a school. In other 
words, in disposing of rural schools the property 
cannot be sold immediately to any buyer without 
making some arrangement with the original owner. 
This is being worked on and we recommend that the 
legal details be looked up and the School Board be 
instructed to make such favorable disposition of 
these as they can. We understand in some cases 
there is considerable local interest in having these 
retained for local gatherings. 

The addition of the rural pupils to the village 
school has not resulted in any material crowding, 
because the children of course were wholly from the 
grades and added only a few to each one of the six 
grades. 

We have, however, a problem in the present 
village school of insufficient number of rooms. There 
are five class rooms on the first floor and the only 
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way we could make six grades out of these is to 
divide up the largest room into two smaller rooms 
and use them for the two smallest classes. It would 
be a much better arrangement to have six standard 
size rooms. On the second floor, which would ac- 
commodate the junior and senior high school, we 
have essentially the same difficulty. There are five 
main groups of pupils and this does not leave any 
spare room to be used as a study room. The result 
is, the pupils for the most part are distributed 
through rooms where there are classes being con- 
ducted and this makes it difficult for them to use 
their study period to the best advantage. It would 
be highly desirable to have six rooms on this floor, 
one of them to be in charge of a teacher and used 
wholly as.a study room. Some years ago we had the 
architect lay out an extension of the two large main 
rooms in the rear of the school to the north, that is, 
extending as far as the one inthe front of the school, 
which would give four standard size rooms instead 
of the present two large rooms. The space between 
the front and back wing would not be filled up as 
it, is on the south side of the school, but would be left 
as at present for the boys’ entrance. There would 
also be a good sized basement under this extension 
which would be used as the boys’ toilet and dressing 
room. We also had the architect figure on an en- 
closed corridor between the main schoolhouse 
building and the auditorium, which would protect 
the pupils during the winter in passing through and 
ii would also be used as a vestibule to the auditori- 
um instead of receiving the public directly into the 
auditorium room. We have not recommended these 
projects to the district, as we felt that they were not 
warranted, but this year there will be available 
P. W. A. money which may be given outright for de- 
serving projects like this, and so far as we can find 
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at present, it may be possible to have an addition 
of this kind without the town paying any share of it. 
We think it would be well, therefore, to have the 
School Board authorized at the coming meeting to 
investigate this matter and if they find it possible 
to go ahead with these projects on this basis to start 
the movement as soon as possible. There would be 
some expenses involved, as we would have to pay 
an architect and we would have some expenses for 
equipment and incidentals, but it is quite possible 
that we may be able to make an addition of 
$20,000.00 to $30,000.00 to the school building at 
the cost of the town of under $5000.00 and it would 
be well worth while to go ahead on this basis, if nec- 
essary arrangements can be made. 

The instruction in both the grades and high 
school have been carried along under the same basis 
as in the past, with some additional emphasis to 
political economy and kindred subjects, since there 
is So much interest in the United States at the pres- 
ent time in various social and economic develop- 
ments. 

The reinstatement of music in the school has met 
with great favor and it seems well to extend this 
even further next year and we have, therefore, al- 
lowed an additional sum for this in our budget. 

The school health and nursing service has been 
taken care of this year as usual and we are allow- 
ing a liberal sum for the continuance of this for 
next year. 

The improvements of the school grounds in con- 
nection with the development of the public park on 
the Whiting Flat was carried through last year un- 
der money realized from different agencies and as 
a result the improvement immediately around the 
school has been commented upon by everyone. The 
work from now forward will be on the public park 
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development and it is expected that funds will be 
available to complete this during the coming sum- 
mer. This property was deeded to the town by the 
Whiting family with the consideration that the park 
should be built within a reasonable time and should 
be maintained in good order. There should be some 
appropriation made at the Town Meeting for the 
maintenance of the park system. It may be that a 
combination arrangement between the school and 
town should be made in regard to the maintenance 
of the whole development. So far as the School 
Board can figure at the present time, however, the 
school property itself can be maintained as usual by 
the school janitor and the town can make other pro- 
visions for the maintenance of the park and play- 
ground. We do not believe it will be possible for the 
school janitor to find time to do much in the way of 
looking after the park and playground. 

There has been considerable comment during re- 
cent years of depression regarding the employment 
of married teachers in the schools. We have usually 
had a few married teachers, some of these being 
employed when they were married and others have 
married during their term of teaching. These teach- 
ers as a whole have had ample training, experience, 
and are reliable teachers, so that strictly from a 
school point of view the School Board can hardly 
discriminate against them. However, if the town 
feels strongly that they should be replaced by un- 
married teachers, it would be desirable to have as 
definite an expression of opinion as possible at our 
district meeting. 

Our budget has been made up this year giving 
consideration to the usual expenses and with esti- 
mates as close as possible to what we can foresee for 
the ensuing year, but there are more uncertainties 
than usual, so that this has presented considerable 
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difficulty. The State is considering several plans in 
regard to supervision which may change our whole 
arrangement and which may possibly increase or 
decrease the actual expenses of this to Wilton. 
There are also the incidental expenses which have 
to be taken care of if we undertake any of the new 
projects which are under consideration. We 
thought it well, however, to prepare our budget 
along the usual lines and if extraordinary expenses 
occurred, bring these to the attention of the district 
at the next meeting. 

The most serious situation in regard to condi- 
tions in general which we must contend with, is that 
the age of employment has risen considerably, so 
that practically all pupils are carried through high 
school, particularly, because they cannot find any- 
thing else to do. It is unfortunate but nevertheless 
true that there are quite a few of these pupils which 
have no great interest in their studies, although 
their behavior and general interest in school affairs 
are excellent. They form a serious handicap to stu- 
dents who really want to progress and it is in- 
evitable that the average standard of scholarship 
has been lowered. A class cannot move faster 
than the slowest members and the work assign- 
ments, demonstrations and explanations by the 
teacher must not be over the heads of any of the 
pupils. Possibly some radical change in the group- 
ing of pupils is the only answer, making it possible 
for the more diligent scholars to progress faster and 
prepare themselves for post graduate training and 
then to provide separate instruction for the group 
who are merely filling in their time, giving them as 
much instruction as they are capable and willing to 
receive. 

Any plans which we have considered along 
these lines require more room and teaching staff and 
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this is one reason why we have in mind an expan- 
sion of the school building, so that work along these 
lines can be carried out. : 

The public have showed great interest in the 
school during the past year and have responded in 
excellent fashion to the efforts of the school staff to 
bring the progress of the pupils to their attention. 

We feel that there are many social reforms be- 
ing carried through in these times and we should 
use every effort to see that our local school keeps 
abreast of these.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Wilton: 


I respectfully submit my twelfth annual report 
as your Superintendent of Schools. 


The State Legislature of 1983 enacted a provi- 
sion requiring the State Board of Education to re- 
duce the number of supervisory unions in the state 
from the sixty existing at that time to fifty-five in 
1933-1934 and to fifty for 1934-1935. This second 
reduction resulted in the addition of Francestown 
and Greenfield to the six towns which formerly com- 
prised Supervisory Union No. 63: Wilton, Green- 
ville, Lyndeboro, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. 
The new towns add approximately one hundred 
children and four teachers but the closing of two 
rural schools in Wilton leaves a net increase of only 
two teachers. 

The Superintendent’s time is not apportioned 
among the towns in the supervisory union by any 
fixed rule, but rather he is expected to give attention 
to each school according to its needs. It is too early 
to predict what the ultimate results of the change in 
this union may be, but it is apparent now that each 
school will receive less attention than formerly, not 
only because there are more schools to be visited in 
a given time, but also because the increase in admin- 
istrative duties necessarily reduces time available 
for visiting. 


We are using standardized tests: 


A. To compare progress in the various schools 
with fair standards of accomplishment. 

Bb. To discover general weaknesses where they 
may exist in any school and point the way to im- 
proving teaching at such weak points. 

C. To assist the teachers in discovering the par- 
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ticular weaknesses and needs of individual children 
and help direct their instruction throughout the 
year. 

The tests used include the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Test which covers nearly all of the subjects 
taught in Grades 3-8. This test is given every year 
in October and is repeated in May for children 
whose October scores in the test were low. In 
Grades 1-3 we use the Gray Oral Reading Check 
Tests at intervals of five or six weeks throughout the 
year. We have begun this year to use the Metropol- 
itan Primary Reading Test also in Grades 1-3 and 
Metropolitan Primary Arithmetic Test in Grades 2 
and 8. These are given in January. All tests are 
given by the teachers, who follow very exact and 
minute directions in order that the tests may be 
given under uniform conditions in every school. 


The form of report card was revised this year 
in order to provide for systematic reporting of each 
rupil’s scores in the standardized tests, so as to give 
to parents a more complete picture of their chil- 
Gren’s success in school. 

- Following this report is the report of the school 
nurse, Mrs. Gilbert. You will note that in addition 
to the usual physical examination by the school phy- 
sicians and nurse and the follow-up work for cor- 
rection of the defects discovered, there has been 
special work through clinics financed with funds 
allotted from Federal Relief and supplemented with 
local contributions. In these clinics a number of 
children have been cared for during the past year 
who would not have been cared for under ordinary 
circumstances. 

Your attention is also called to the report of the 
Music Teacher, Miss Edwards, following this report. 
In addition to the customary supervision of the mu- 
sic taught in the lower grades by the class teachers, 
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she has taught classes in the junior and senior high 
school, where we have had no instruction for sev- 
eral years. We hope that this work can be increased 
next year, as it is one of the vital factors in the com- 
plete education of every child and of great benefit 
in later years. We expect that a school orchestra 
will be formed during the spring term, which will 
be open to all and will meet for practice after reg- 
ular hours. 

The report of Headmaster Atherton also follows 
and covers the routine and special work of the High 
School. The club activities which he describes were 
formerly listed.as “‘extra-curricular” activities, but 
this year they have been placed in the regular school 
time and form a definite and very valuable part of 
the school work. The offerings in the field of Social 
Science were increased this year by the addition of 
a course in Modern History for Sophomores, follow- 
ing the Freshman course in the History of Civiliza- 
tion; and the half-year courses in Economics and 
Sociology were expanded to full year courses in 
each subject. This is in line with present day em- 
phasis upon the necessity for broader social train- 
ing for all pupils, whether they are planning to con- 
tinue their formal education beyond high school or 
not, that they may be better equipped to take their 
places as intelligently informed citizens of tomor- 
row. 


By vote of the School Board, the building has 
been made available on Tuesday and Thursday ev- 
enings for adult classes. Teachers have been pro- 
vided whose salaries are paid out of Federal Relief 
funds, the primary purpose of the project being to 
provide work for unemployed teachers. Four class- 
es have been organized and are continuing regular 
meetings, with instruction in Art, Mechanical Draw- 
ing, Music, and Americanization. The last named 
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class is in two sections and includes some twenty or 
more adults who are preparing themselves in this 
way to qualify for their final naturalization papers. 

Through the plan of complete consolidation of 
the schools this year, more nearly equal opportuni- 
ties are afforded to all pupils from the first grade 
through high school, and transportation is provided 
for high school pupils as well as for those who are 
legally entitled to be conveyed to and from school. 
This has reduced the cost of elementary schools to 
the point where Wilton is no longer entitled to re- 
ceive state aid, since the cost does not now total 
more than the amount of the ‘“‘five-dollar tax.” 

Aside from the closing of the rural schools and 
the consequent reduction of two in the staff of 
teachers, there have been but two changes this year. 
Miss Ethelyn Edwards has been engaged as music 
supervisor on half-time, and she comes with excel- 
lent preparation and several years of experience in 
this field. The vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mr. Rohrbough was filled by promoting Miss Morton 
from the junior high work to the senior high; and 
in her place was engaged Miss Dorothy Cunning- 
ham, who was graduated from the Four-Year 
Course at Keene Normal School last June. 

The usual statistical tables and attendance rolls 
and list of graduates from high school in June fol- 
low this report.

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HEADMASTER’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Wilton: 


I herewith submit my third report as Head- 
master of Wilton High School. 

Registration this year is slightly larger than last 
with a total of 142, of whom 133 are enrolled in 
school at the present time. The remaining nine have 
either transferred to other high schools or left 
school. The record for tardiness has improved over 
last year. 

Miss Dorothy Cunningham and Miss Ethelyn Ed- 
wards have joined the faculty this year. Miss Cun- 
ningham, a graduate of Keene Normal School, has 
assumed charge of English and history in grades 
seven, eight, and nine. Miss Edwards, a graduate 
of Oberlin Conservatory of Music with previous ex- 
perience in private and public school classes, is 
teacher of music in all the grades. The entire facul- 
ty has worked conscientiously in the face of a heavy 
load of school work. 

Extra-curricular activities include music, clubs, 
physical education classes, assemblies, and regular 
athletics. ‘These are so arranged that every single 
pupil participates in at least one, and many in two. 
Benefits from these pursuits are thus made available 
to the greatest possible number. 

Music is optional in the senior high with chorus 
study twice a week for a large group, and history 
and appreciation of music for a smaller number. All 
junior high pupils take both chorus and apprecia- 
tion. It would be desirable to consider the establish- 
ing of a school orchestra in the coming year. 

Club organizations include seven groups. The 
social club includes pupils learning to dance and 
studying good social manners. The Dramatic club

has programs of sketches, readings, and plays, with 
cecasional appearances before the whole school in 
assembly. A group of boys, and a separate group of 
girls learn and enjoy outdoor games of various 
kinds. The Clothing club studies good taste in dress, 
proper care of clothing, and acquires further skill 
in dressmaking. There is a small group of boys who 
are acquiring culinary skill in a Boys’ Cooking club. 
The Science club studies interesting scientific phe- 
nomena, and visits local factories to see practical 
application of scientific principles. The Magazine 
club is engaged principally with editing and pub- 
lishing the school magazine, the ‘“Wiltonian.”’ 

Physical education classes are carried on as 
usual. A series of inter-class basketball games ex- 
cites much interest and gives an opportunity for 
athletic participation with benefit to both mind and 
body to many pupils beside the few who compose 
the varsity teams. 

Both boys’ and girls’ basketball teams have 
played regularly scheduled games with neighboring 
schools. They have won an average number of 
games fairly and honorably. Their conduct has been 
clean and sportsmanlike. 

A baseball team was organized and equipped 
with new suits last spring. New suits were also pur- 
chased for both boys’ and girls’ basketball teams 
this season. This athletic equipment was financed 
by the athletic association, composed of high school 
pupils. 

The school meets once a week in assembly. The 
programs have consisted of lectures, rallies, plays 
by the Dramatic club, and miscellaneous programs 
by the different classes and school organizations. 
Rev. Roy D. Thompson, Rev. and Mrs. N. E. Wood- 
bury, Senator F. T. Wadleigh, Mr. George 8. Proc- 
tor, and Miss Cathryn Butler have been very kind in 
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personally contributing to the school in assembly 
programs. 

Of last year’s graduates three are enrolled as 
students at the University of New Hampshire, one 
at Wheaton, one at Middlebury, four at Nashua 
Business College, one at Hesser Business College in 
Manchester, one at the New England School of Com- 
mercial Art in Boston, and one in training in Bur- 
bank Hospital in Fitchburg. Records from colleges 
show that these graduates are all doing good work. 
Of previous graduates, one member of the class of 
1932 has entered the University of New Hampshire. 

The traffic system for passing through the halls 
has been continued this year with slight modifica- 
tions. With the halls as the only place where pu- 
pils may leave outer clothing, rubbers, lunch boxes, 
and gym suits, there is occasional confusion and mis- 
placement of articles. This.is frequently a cause 
for annoyance and inconvenience. It also spoils the 
appearance of the halls. There is a real need for 
lockers in both school building and in the Auditor- 
ium as well. 

Social affairs of the year have included a Junior 
Promenade last May, the seniors’ Hallowe’en Ball 
in October, and a particularly enjoyable senior play, 
“Here Comes Patricia,” in November. There will 
be another play in March. 

Hot lunches have been served to pupils who are 
unable to go home at noon. The food is prepared 
by domestic arts girls under the supervision of Mrs. 
Shea. 

I wish to extend appreciation for the kindness 
cf teachers, superintendent, school board, and citi-. 
zens who have co-operated in all activities of the 
school.

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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR

Dear Sir: 

In planning the music course for this year I have 
had two objectives in view. First, to help the chil- 
dren to understand and enjoy music, and second, to 
lay the foundation for a course of study that, I hope, 
may grow until the children in our schools have a 
well balanced course in Music Education continuing 
from the first grade through high school, and com- 
parable to that of other schools of today. 

I visit each grade for one 45-minute period each 
week. In this time we endeavor to sum up the work 
they have done for me during the week under the 
Supervision of their grade teachers, plan the work 
to be done the following week, and in the remaining 
time to enjoy ourselves through music. From the 
second grade on they are working on a set of cumu- 
lative music fact tests in which the children have 
shown much interest. New music books in the sec- 
ond grade have been received with enthusiasm and 
i am sure the results will be most satisfactory. 

It is gratifying to note the steady progress which 
the children are making and the eagerness with 
which they approach their new technical problems, 
but most pleasing of all is the enjoyment which 
many of them are getting from their journeys into 
the land of music. 

Five periods a week are devoted to the seventh 
and eighth grades, each grade having two periods 
and the combined grades one period. We have 
spent most of the time in these classes learning and 
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singing many of the standard songs. Some instruc- 
tion has been given in technical facts and also in 
music history and appreciation. 

About eighty-five of the high school pupils elect- 
ed the class in chorus singing. This class meets twice 
a week and the time is spent as the name implies, 
on chorus singing. One period a week is devoted to 
a class in music history and appreciation. Only a 
few elected this but I think it has proven worthwhile 
to them. 

With appreciation of the fine cooperation which 
I have received from the superintendent, the school 
board, the teachers and the pupils, I respectfully 
submit this report.
